reading when the whole family, of- 
ten plus friends, gathered for

leisurely Sunday dinner.

ridiculous. He healed and 


helped on the holy days, even

the synagogue, He laid down the 
fundamental and expansive prin- 
ciple that "The Sabbath was made 
for man, not man for he Sabbath." 
He, and His liberal spirit, Is Ix>rd 
of the 3abbath. 


In closing, we must note 
that 


Jesus went to Church on the 3ab- 
buth. 
The 
synagogue was 
far 


from perfect, and an attendant had 
to listen to the threshing of much 
old straw. Still it represented re- 
ligion; ao Jesus was a 
regular 


church-goer. In this, as In all else, 
we should follow His example.

FORMER OFFICER 
DISCUSSES ARMY 
AT ROTARY CLUB 


John H. Bule. former Air Corps i 
ioutenant colonal, was the speak- ' 
er at the weekly meeting of the ! 
Rotary Club at the Navarro Ho- 
tel today. 
The topic of his talk 
was "The Army Cast System." 


He told tho Rotarlans, "Many 
mistakes were made by officers 
n their relationships with enlist- 
ed men," and s«ld that much of 
the criticism that has been made 
of the so-called army caste sys- 
lem has been Justified. 
The training and assignment of 
enlisted men was partly responsi- 
ble for much of the dissatisfac- 
tion felt by them, he pointed out. 
Men of considerable attainment la 
civilian life were often put In old 
orKanlzations where all positions 
over the rank of private were fllW 
isd, or they were shoved Into or- 
ganizations going overseas before 
they had any opportunity to ob- 
tain deserving promotion. 
Part of the fault rests In the 


limited training given officers, he 
said. 
"In the air corps, there wasn't 


time to train officers. The schools 
had to train technicians, not lead- 
ers. There were casea of officers 
abusing their 
authority 
because 


they were not adequately trained 
in tho principles of leadership." 


Qualifications Listed. 
The 
qualifications 
an 
officer 


neuds are tolerance, fairness, firm- 
ness and faith ln his beliefs, he 
said. 
He pointed out that many offl- 
jers in the air corps were youths 
of 19 or 20 years of age, who, 
starting out as a second lieuten- 
ant, found themselves In charge 
of a quarter million dollars worth 
of property and ten men. In 
a 
jear or two, If the officer was dil- 
igent, he might find himself 
In 


chargu of 25 million dollars worth 
of property 400 men and 150 of- 
ficers, which would compare with 
the responsibility for management 
of a large Industry. 
"With 21-year old boys manag- 


ing such an enterprise there Is little 
wonder that there was cause for 
much criticism." 
He suggested that the solution 


of 
the 
problem 
begins In 
the 


home. Home Training Needed. 
"Parents should teach the boy 


how to take responsibility. 
They 


should touch him tolerance, fair- 
ness and the ability to get along 
with his fellow man," he said. 


If this is done, he thinks that 
the army will have little arouble 
witn complaints about a caste sys- 
tem because the officers will be 
able, by virtue of their home and 
civilian training, to la«d men rath- 
er than simply to command them.
